ployed. This parking lot is operated by PAUL SCHLOTTFAUR and is 
located in the rear of the Hotel Pennsylvania, 122 Queen Street, Lan- 

caster. Pa. Mr. HAY AKER could supply no further information in the 
matter. 

}' ~ :l -.interview, RE IKARD advised that the material was found by an un¬ 
known patron of the parking lot who was not a regular customer, on an 
afternoon during the week of June 3, 1946. RHIKARD did not notice the 
type of car operated by the finder, or obtain his license number, and 
stated that this individual merely said that he picked up the material 
in an alley leading into the parking lot, immediately before giving

Father country". This letter also indicated that the writer was

4. A small notebook headed, "Contributions to the Iron Cross 
Organisation". Various sums are then listed as "monthly 
payments" made by individuals merely identified by use of 
their Christian names and the first initial of their sur¬ 
names. There are various notations on several pages of this 
book, the most significant of which appears on the third 
page, reading as follows t "I saw ADOLF ITLi'R the other 
day while in Argentina. He is considerably nervous, but 
has stopped taking drugs. Ke is hiding very safely while 

we take the chances, but he started this whole damn mess 
and we might wo_ go thru with it". 

Clipped to another page of the bock is a portion of a five 
dollar bill and the following notation! "All member** money must match 
up and then their numbers must be checked. 18 members of our group." 

Although it would appear that the material was oossibly pre¬ 
pared as a childish prank, or by a person of unsound mind, the names listed 
in the letter as "new members" of the organization ware searched in the in¬ 
dices of this office with negative results. The names of FRITZ von KELL .R 
and a L (or KARL) FRA!® were also searched. Two references were located 
on FRITZ KELLER which had no apparent connection and references to a CARL 
LUL; IG PRAM were also located. The latter individual, who resided at the 
time at 414 N. 33rd Street, hiladelphia, Pa., was the subject of a complaint 
received December 12, 1941, indicating that he was believed to be a member of 
a German Bund. Although no investigation was conducted at that time, he was 
the subject of a special inquiry made during the following year at the request 
of the ar Department who contemplated employing him in aircraft and munitions 
production. The Bureau file in the latter matter is 96-3898. 

The Bureau is being advised of this matter in order that the 
names referred to may be searched in its indices, or for any action deemed 
advisable.

Frankfurt—A German informant 
told International News service today 
that the resistance movement m Ger¬ 
many will 'begin as soon as the U. b. 
prisoners of war are released from 

their camps. . - 

This informant, refusing to be 
quoted for fear of retaliation, told this 
correspondent that the organization 
of the resistance movement has al¬ 
ready begun in the P.O.W. camps. 
Members of former S.S. units are 
to act after their release, with whom 
to get in contact and whom to recruit 
for werewolf units. 

The S.S. men firmly believe that 
Hitler is not dead but in hiding, wait¬ 
ing for the day when he can come 
forward again and take over the lead¬ 
ership of Genr.»any. 

Violently Fanatic 

And the rank and file of the S.S. 
are just as violently fanatic as during 
the time when they were the masters 
of practically all Europe. 

Already inside the prison camps 
they are organized in new units with 
certain secret rallying points where 
they will report at regular intervals 
after their release to get their orders 
from leaders who are prepared to re- 
ceive them. 

Charge Sabotage 

Their recruits will be young officers 
of the former Wehrmacht who 
scarcely having finished high school, 
were cormriissioned and, for a short 
time, held powers as never before, and 
very likely never again in their lives. 
These youngsters resent the Allied 
victory which deprived them of their 
position and are ready to do almost 
anything to get back what they lost. 

The S.S., of course, do not forget the 
psychological preparation essential for 
resistance guerilla warfare. i .. 

Immediately after World war 1, the 
German underground started the leg¬ 
end of the undefeated German army 
that was stabbed in the back by the 


people of the rear who revolted, in- 

C1 Again this legend of the undefeated 
German army is being launched here, 
only this time there was no revolt but 

Sa The German anrty, the protagonists 
of this legend say, had every conceiv¬ 
able war material in sufficient masses, 
everything, even the atom bomb. -But 
sabotage prevented this material from 
being brought to the front, thus forc¬ 
ing the victorious conquerors of Eu¬ 
rope to lay down their arms. As there 


were absolutely no Jews whom one 1 
could blame fr this sabotage they 
were replaced by “big capital. 

The capitalists, the S.S. leaders 
say were interested in the defeat of 
Germany, as victrious National-So¬ 
cialism would have threatened their 
wealth, while an Allied victory would 
bring them the help of the Allied cap- 
italists. 0enera]s Traltors 

Generals, like von Witzkeben and 
Field Marshall Rommel, were traitors 
to. They, of course, were hirelings of 

bl The P amazing thing is that such 
propaganda finds open ears almost 
everywhere, especially among form- 
er s^Sers Who remember how on 
several occasions supplies did not 
reach them in time when they needed 
thorn most urgently, or how shells did 
not™ xplode, engines broke down and 
the quality of their supplies became 
worse and wrse. None think of dif¬ 
ficulties caused by the length of the 
supply lines or lack of raw Tnatenals.

The Certificate of Marriage, Ql and Q2, is prepared by filling in 
spaces cm a typed Form with written ink answers. However, the typing was not 
mechanically’- reproduced (as by Multigraph, Mimeograph or office Lithograph 
machines) and ordinary marriage forma even in war-tom Berlin are printed. 


If a special form was typed for tills particular ceremony, the natural 
thing to do would be to copy from the printed forma, modifying as needed but 
adhering to the legal provisos as much as possible, and using the typewriter for 
the blank spaces. the fact that the other documents are typed raises the ques¬ 
tion why this document is different. 


Accordingly, the handwriting of the marriage paper was compared with 
the signatures. It was concluded that the “registrar* Salter lagner, whose 
signature appears at the lower left of the paper, 02, wrote the majority of the 
ink entries. The fact that certain entries were written In different ink and by 
other persons is evidence of the impromptu nature of the act. These entries 
(such as the Identification of Eva Braun and the birth data of Ifermann) were 
also compared with all of the signatures without effecting an identification. 

It Is therefore concluded that the unusual way of preparing the document is 
evidence of genuineness rather than otherwise.

These papers were, when received, mounted on cardboard pages 61 a 
leather binder, each being covered with cellulose sheets fastened with scotch 
tape for protection. / 


To conduct the necessary examination, in accordance with express 
statements of MIS, several pages were removed from the covers. Since this 
endangered the specimens and additional preparations will be needed for perma¬ 
nent maintenance, this removal was confined to the minimum for "random tests". 
Pages 1 and 2 of the Marriage papers (the most questionable), the last (signa¬ 
ture) pages of the "Private Will" and the "Political Testament" were the only 
ones completely removed. One or two of the covers of other pages were lifted 
to gain access to the paper, but otherwise the mountings were not disturbed. 


It was found that rubber cement was used at the top and corners to 
fasten the original papers to the cardboard. In replacing those removed no 
additional adhesive was added and at no time was anything placed on the papers 
(in the nature of a test reagent, solvent, adhesive or any other Laboratory 
material such as might be applied in an examination). 


For permanent retention and display, it is assumed that each page 
will be properly prepared, the Japanese silk or pressure cellulose methods of 
mounting being employed. The latter of these is the method used by Archives 
which has the necessary machinery and trained technicians. The Japanese silk 
method is used by GPO special binders (there are only a few in the U. S. 
properly skilled) at the Library of Congress.

On January 2b, 19b6, Edward L.'Weaver who advised that he was 
formerly a clerk in the Bureau and is returning from military leave to 
the Bureau's employ on February 18, 1 9h6, furnished the following information 
to Supervisor D. V. Hurley of the European Desk. 

Weaver explained that he studied in Oxford, England, for a brief 
time before returning from military leave in the European theater. A fellow 
United States Army student there was Sergeant'Norman W.\ptoller, Leesburg Road, 
Rural Route Fort Wayne 8, Indiana. 


Stoller told Weaver that he had been attached to the Army Transport 
Corps - Dental Section, and was among the first United States troops to enter 
Berlin. He claimed that he went directly to the Reich Chancellory and that he 
took from a safe there twenty-five packages of documents which, from what he 
could make out, were personal papers of Hitler's and consisted of personal 
letters written to and by Hitler, as well as some documents apparently concerning 
a new religious movement. Stoller claimed that he sent these documents directly 
to his home as mementos and that they should be there no??. Weaver described 
Stoller as a very reliable individual, very religious and apparently sincere 
in his statements. 


Recommendation : 

It is recommended that this memorandum be referred to the Internal 
Security Section so that if deemed advisable a check can be made at Stoller's 
home in Indiana to determine if these documents actually are being held there. 
This information might be of assistance in war crimes trials. Stoller knows 
that Weaver intended to advise the Bureau about these documents. Stoller is 
still in the European theater.

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Strike by Business as Weapon Against Raise Ordered by Government 


Effect on political line-ups 
as Colonel Peron faces test 
in presidential election 

A three-day strike of Argentine busi¬ 
nessmen against their Government now 
has offered something new in the way of 
strikes. This was a strike of employers 
against an order to increase wages, not a 
strike of workers to force a wage increase. 

What happened was this: 

The Argentine Government, dominated 
by a group of Army colonels led by Col. 
Juan Peron, in December ordered employ¬ 
ers to increase wages of all workers and to 
pay each worker a December bonus equal 
to one month’s salary. Total increases in 
pay ranged from 18 to 33% per cent. 

Protest. Businessmen immediately pro¬ 
tested. Some of them complied with the 
order, but most of them refused on 
grounds of illegality and inability to pay. 
Businessmen finally hit upon a three-day 
shutdown, with employes continuing to re¬ 
ceive their regular pay, as a means of 
showing their disapproval. Most businesses 
and industries remained closed throughout 
the three days; principal exceptions were 
utilities, banks and some small shops. 

Businessmen now have taken the decree 
into court; they say it is unconstitutional 
because the Argentine Congress did not 
approve it. There has been no Congress in 
their country since 1943. 

Responsibility for the decree is laid at 
the door of Colonel Peron. Earlier, as 
Labor Minister, he had backed formation 
of friendly labor unions and proposed a 
decree to give workers 25 per cent of their 
employers’ profits. These actions were gen¬ 
erally interpreted as bids for labor backing 
for his presidential hopes. 

Col. Peron followed these moves by or¬ 
ganizing the Labor Party, which now has 
nominated him as its presidential candidate. 

Support of a large share of Argentina’s 
3,000,000 workers might enable Colonel 
Peron to win the February 24 election 
without coercion or manipulations. And 
although he sometimes has used strong 
methods, he is believed now to desire elec¬ 
tion by an overwhelming popular vote. 

Colonel Peron counts on the support 
of several elements: 

The Army , on the whole, can be ex¬ 
pected to back him. The colonels’ clique 


has imprisoned generals known to have 
plotted or suspected of plotting against the 
Government. It has sent others to duty 
far from Buenos Aires. But Army backing 
can be deceptive; at times, defection has 
cropped out in unexpected places. 

The national police are considered 
solidly behind Colonel Peron. They, to¬ 


gether with the Army, may control the 
election if the voting appears to be un¬ 
favorable. 

Catholic leaders favor him, and Ar¬ 
gentina is overwhelmingly Catholic. 

Young nationalists , although not nu¬ 
merous, are his active supporters. Nazi 
and Fascist sympathizers are expected to 
work for his election. 

Opposition. Colonel Peron’s opponent, 
Jose Tamborini, candidate of the Demo¬ 
cratic Union, will count on the backing 
of the parties in the Union—Socialists, 
Radicals (except a few dissenters), Pro¬ 
gressive Democrats and Communists. These 
range from mildly liberal to strongly leftist. 

Long-established labor unions, in the 
main, are believed friendly to Tamborini, 
but they claim only 500,000 members. 
Intellectual leaders, students, and busi¬ 
nessmen are others upon whom Tamborini 
is depending. 


The balance of power between these 
two alignments appears to lie in the hands 
of certain elements. 

Workers in businesses and factories and 
on ranches, nonmembers of the old unions, 
are the largest group. It is primarily to 
them that Colonel Peron has been direct¬ 
ing his labor overtures. 


National Democrats may split cheir 
votes. This conservative party’s Govern¬ 
ment was overthrown by the colonel’s in 
1943. 

Ultraconservative owners of huge estates 
will find themselves having to choose be¬ 
tween Communist-backed Tamborini and 
Colonel Peron, who recently promised to 
break up a vast ranch holding and turn 
it over to the workers. 

Politically apathetic citizens, a final 
group whose aid Colonel Peron seeks, in 
many' cases resented the closing of shops 
during the business strike. Some of them 
are expected to support Peron. 

If Colonel Peron’s popular support 
proves too weak to assure his choice by 
free voting, force may swing the election 
in his favor. His elevation to the presi¬ 
dency would create some delicate prob¬ 
lems for the U. S., whose officials have 
publicly denounced him in the past.

The District Intelligence Office, Third Naval District, has given 
me what purports to be a copy of the birth certificate of Adolph 1 Hitler. I 
am enclosing a photostatic copy of this certificate, which is reportedly re¬ 
produced from the original in the parish offices of Braunau-on-the-Inn on 
September 7, 1933. According to a representative of the District Intelligence 
Office this document records the fact that in the city and parish of Braunau- 
on-the-Inn, dioces of Linz, in the country of upper Austria, there was bom on 
the 20th day of April, 1889, one Adolph Hitler, son of Alois Hitler, Imperial 
Customs Official, and Klara- Pall of Spittal, lower Austria; and on the 22nd 
day of April, 1889, Adolph Hitler was baptised according to the Roman Catholic 
rites. Johann and Johanna Pienk, Vienna III, Lowingasse 28, served as baptismal- 
sponsors .

A large wealthy German colony in Argentina affords tremendous possibilities

By the very nature of any plans formulated for the abandoning of Germany in 
its collapse, it is virtually impossible to substantiate any allegations with regard ■ 
to Argentina's serving the Nazis after dei’eat; however some significance may be 
attached to the fact that Argentina remains silent dispite all the accusations that 
she will serve as a terminus for Hitler after a non-stop flight of 7 , 376 miles from 
Berlin to Buenos Aires in an especially constructed plane or as a passenger in a long- 
range submarine.

Sudeten Crab Strengthened 
Illusion He Could Act With 
Entire Impunity 


HITLER’S ROLE AS A WAR LORD: FAMOUS MEETINGS BEFORE AND DURING THE CONFLICT 


The fortnight ending with the 
cession of the Sudeten region to 
Germany, at the end of September, | 
1938, and marking the prelude to 
the destruction of the*Czechoslovak 
State, gave Europe the most acute i 
crisis it has experienced up to that 
time since the end of the First 
World War. Encouraged by his 
triumph over France and England 
in the Sudeten dispute, Hitler occu¬ 
pied the whole of Czecholovakia 
less than six months later and 
began almost immediately to pre¬ 
pare for the showdown with 
Poland. The latter development 
brought him into armed conflict 
with the Western democracies and. 
ultimately, with the United States 

The Sudeten crisis was preceded 
by months of violent agitation by 
the Sudeten Nazis, under the 
leadership of Konrad Henlein. Orig¬ 
inally the Henleinists demanded 
only autonomy with the Czechoslo¬ 
vak State. Gradually, however, un¬ 
der incitement from Berlin, they 
expanded their demands to a scope 
which made agreement with 
Prague extremely difficult, if not 
impossible 

Moved by the desire to facilitate 
a settlement in the hope of pre¬ 
venting a European war, for which 
the great democracies were unpre¬ 
pared, Great Britain dispatched 
Lord Runciman to Czechoslovakia 
with instructions to bring about an 
adjustment that would avert Ger¬ 
man armed intervention. He la¬ 
bored in vain for many weeks. 
Finally, it appeared that the Hen¬ 
leinists were determined to reject 
any plan of settlement except 
direct annexation of the Sudeten 
country to Germany. After fanning 
their agitation and disorders to the 
point of civil war, Henieinists in¬ 
formed Lord Runciman that the 
Sudeten question w r as no longer an 
internal one for Czechoslovakia. 

Hitler Talks Self-Determination 

At the same time, in an address 
at Nuremberg, Hitler frankly 
raised the question of “self-determ¬ 
ination” for the Sudetens. It be¬ 
came clear that the conflict was 
one between Czechoslovakia and 
Germany. The situation reached a 
climax on Sept. 14, when the con¬ 
centration of German troops on the 
Czech frontier made Hitler’s in¬ 
vasion appear a matter of hours. 

In a move unprecedented in 
British diplomacy, Prime Minister 
Neville Chamberlain rushed by air¬ 
plane to Berchtesgaden for a con¬ 
versation with Hitler in an effort 
to avert a military invasion of 
Czechoslovakia and the embroil¬ 
ment of England and France in 
war with Germany. Upon his re¬ 
turn to London Mr. Chamberlain 
reported to the House of Commons 
that he had no doubt that “my 
visit alone prevented an invasion 
for which everything had been pre¬ 
pared.” It appeared that the sole 
hope of averting a conflict that 
‘mincted,~th e~ incorporation of ~ the 
Sudeten country into Germany. 

A plan for effecting this transfer 
was then worked out by French 
and British experts, delimiting the 
new frontier. With this plan, to 
which Czechoslovakia was com¬ 
pelled to asset, Mr. Chamberlain 
returned to Germany. He again 
met Hitler, this time at Godesberg. 
To Mr Chamberlain’s surprise. 
Hitler was not satisfied with the 
plan of settlement. He simply 
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handed to the Prime Minister 
map indicating the territory he 
proposed to occupy beyond the con¬ 
fines embodied in the plan agreed 
to by the French and the British, 
together with a memorandum, 
which Mr. Chamberlain character¬ 
ized as an ultimatum, announcing 
Hitler’s intention to march into 
Czechoslovakia on Oct. 1. Nor 
was Hitler willing to agree to a 
guarantee of the integrity of the 
remaining parts of Czechoslovakia. 

The last phase of the crisis fol¬ 
lowed quickly. It ended in Mu¬ 
nich. Hitler got what he wanted, 
and in some sections of the terri¬ 
tory in dispute even more. On Sept. 
29 an agreement was signed end¬ 
ing the crisis. Within the next few 
days, marching in accordance with 
the conditions agreed upon at Mu¬ 
nich, German armies occupied the 
Sudeten country and such other 
strips of territory as had been ced¬ 
ed by the Czechs. Shocked by these 
developments, the world sat back 
to see whether peace actually had 
been saved. 

One immediate consequence of 
Munich was the resignation of the 
Czechoslovak Government, includ¬ 
ing President Eduard Benes. A 
new Government took over. The 
rest of the world hoped that within 
its narrower territorial confines 
Czechoslovakia would find it pos- 
r , sibl§ to live in peace. 

A New Crisis Follows 
But a new crisis soon made itsef 
manifest. It came from Slovakia, 
where the Hlinka party and Hlinka 
Guards, similar to Nazi Storm 
Troopers, agitated continually for 
autonomy, a demand which soon 
was extended to independence. 
German agents, active among the 
Slovaks, did their best to fan these 
sentiments, until finally, early in 
March, 1939, the Prague Govern¬ 
ment took steps to crush the 
Slovak movement. Slovak Premier 
Tiso, a tool of Germany, appealed 
to Hitler. Events then followed 
rapidly. 

On March 12 anti-Czech demon¬ 
strations, provoked by German 
agents, broke out at Bratislava, 
Slovak capital. Simultaneously 
the German press and radio un¬ 
leashed the usual blares of denun¬ 
ciation against the Czechs, Then 
Dr. Tiso, who meanwhile had been 
driven from office by the Czechs, 
took a plane for Berlin. He was 
received with full military honors. 
He conferred with Hitler. German 
troops were ordered to the Czech 
border. 

On March 13, after a de¬ 
mand served upon him by Hitler, 
President Hacha of Czechoslovakia 
summoned a meeting of the Slovak 
diet, assembled at Bratislava. The 
diet proclaimed the independence 
of Slovakia. Tiso became Presi¬ 
dent. The Slovaks learned in as¬ 
tonishment that they were no long¬ 
er part of Czechoslovakia. Hun¬ 
gary moved up into the Carpatho- 
Ukraine. 

On March 14, on command from 


Frantisek Chvalkovsky, Foreign 
Minister, arrived in Hitler’s cap¬ 
ital. They met with Hitler for 
three hours. There followed a 
communique declaring that Presi¬ 
dent Hacha had “trustfully laid the 
fate of the Czech people and coun¬ 
try into the hands of the Fuehrer 
of the German Reich.” 

Already German troops were 
across the border, marching into 
Bohemia on the excuse of restor¬ 
ing “order.” The Czechs submit¬ 
ted under threat of aerial bombard¬ 
ment of Prague. Hitler proclaimed 
that Czechoslovakia “has ceased 
to exist.” On the morning of the 
same day the German troops ar¬ 
rived in Prague, greeted with jeers 
from the populace. With them came 
the Gestapo. German clerks took 
over the National Bank. In the late 
afternoon Hitler himself arrived in 
the Czech capital to sleep in the 
Hradschin Castle, seat of the 
Bohemian kings, the Habsburgs 
and of the Czech democracy. 

On March 15 Moravia and Bo¬ 
hemia were annexed to the Reich. 
They were made German protector¬ 
ates. The Hitler swastika was 
raised over public buildings. Perse¬ 
cutions of Jews were unleashed. 
Mass arrests of prominent liberals 
began. From the Hradschin, Hitler 
issued a proclamation setting forth 
the new status of the country. 

Bohemia and Moravia were pro¬ 
claimed to be German protector¬ 
ates on the ground that they were 
once, many centuries ago, part of 
the Holy Roman Empire. Germany 
now needed them for her “lebens- 
raum.” Meanwhile, Slovakia re¬ 
quested that she, too, be taken 
under Germany’s rule as a pro¬ 
tectorate. Hitler granted the “re¬ 
quest.” 

Only one portion of Czechoslo¬ 
vakia thus remained outside the 
German Reich. This was the Car- 
patho-Ukraine, which Hungary 
now annexed, thus obtaining a 
common frontier with Poland. Hit-

the Nazis in Budapest. He was 
planning to do to Hungary what 
he did to Czechoslovakia. 

On March 16, after a hurried 
tour of Bohemia and Moravia, Hit¬ 
ler rode into swastika-bedecked 
Vienna. Behind him, at Prague 
and in other Czechoslovak cities, 
stayed the Gestapo. Another wave 
of arrests, estimated at several 
thousand, followed. Many suicides 
of Jews and liberals were reported. 
The occurrences were a repetition 
of what happened with the annexa¬ 
tion of Austria and the occupation 
of the Sudeten country. 

On March 18 Hitler named the 
Reich Protector” for Bohemia 
arid Moravia. He was Baron Kon¬ 
stantin von Neurath, former Nazi 
Foreign Minister, president of the 
Nazi secret Cabinet Council.

munists were the incendiaries, 
while Goering proclaimed that doc¬ 
umentary material to prove this 
charge would soon be made public. 

The burning of the Reichstag 
produced a profound impression. 

Masses of people believed the Com¬ 
munists were actually responsible. 

More than ever they looked to 
Hitler as the savior of the nation, 
and, indeed, in the elections a 
week later he won his greatest 
victory, but with only 43 per cent 
of the votes cast. 

Later, at a trial conducted by the 
Nazi Government itself, a group of 
Communists accused of starting the 
fire were acquitted. Among them 
were the German Communist lead¬ 
er, Torgler, and the Bulgarian Com¬ 
munist, Dimitroff. The latter sub¬ 
sequently became the general sec¬ 
retary of the Communist Interna¬ 
tional. The only man convicted was 
Marinus van der Lubbe, a former 
Dutch Communist of distinctly 
queer mind, who was supposed to 
have been found in the Reichstag 
Building at the time of the fire. 

Widespread belief in Germany 
and abroad, on the basis of exten¬ 
sive investigation, was that the 
Hitlerites themselves set fire to the 
Reichstag, with van der Lubbe as 
their tool, to enhance their chances 
in the election. 

After the election Hitler pro¬ 
ceeded at full steam toward estab¬ 
lishment of his dictatorship. De¬ 
crees issued by him and Goering, 
who was Minister-President for 
Prussia, vested the Government 
with dictatorial power. All Com¬ 
munist members of the Reichstag 
were ordered arrested, as were 
many Social Democrats. They 
were thus prevented from attend-1 nounced its own 
ing the Reichstag session called lution. 


for March 23. Bills were introduced 
affirming and extending the Gov¬ 
ernment's absolute authority. 

Storm Troopers, displaying pis¬ 
tols, were stationed in the Reichs¬ 
tag, meeting now in the Kroll 
Opera House, filling the aisles be¬ 
tween the members’ benches. 
“Choose between peace and war!” 
shouted Hitler to the terrorized 
representatives of the people as he 
demanded passage of the bills. 

The Social Democrats alone voted 
in the negative, but Hitler had his 
majority. He was now the “legal” 
dictator of Germany. On June 27 
he threw Hugenberg, leader of 
the Conservatives, out of the Gov¬ 
ernment and the Nazis ruled su¬ 
preme. Ostensibly, the dictatorial 
power wrested by Hitler from the 
Reichstag was for four years, until 
April 1, 1937, but actually It meant 
the end of democracy in Germany. 

On March 12, 1933, President von 
Hindenburg decreed that the Nazi 
swastika, Hitler’s party emblem, 
should be incorporated in the 
black-white-red ensign as part of 
the official flag of Germany. 

With supreme power in his 
hands and millions of Storm Troop¬ 
ers ruling the country like an army 
of occupation, Hitler then pro¬ 
ceeded to destroy the last vestiges 
of opposition. He abolished the So¬ 
cialist, Communist and Democratic 
parties, smashed the trade unions, 
suppressed the entire opposition 
press, drove all Republicans from 
Government and civil service posi¬ 
tions, filling all available posts 
with his party friends and sup¬ 
porters. 

Even the Nationalist party, the 
party of the conservative Junkers 
and industrialists, was dissolved, 
while the Centrist party, the great 
party of German Catholics, an- 
voluntary disso- 


verer form in the Nuremberg laws. 

On April 1, 1933, the Nazis car¬ 
ried out a one-day boycott on Jew¬ 
ish shops and stores, placing 
guards in front of the establish¬ 
ments and keeping customers from 
entering.

Through¬ 
out the world, Jews, supported by 
Gentiles, countered with an eco¬ 
nomic boycott against Germany. 
This failed, however, to abate Hit¬ 
ler’s merciless campaign. 

One of the most shocking epi¬ 
sodes of the early period of the

od it was intended to disband 
those formations considered unre¬ 
liable and reorganize the entire 
Brownshirt army. This met resist¬ 
ance and Roehm demanded a show¬ 
down. 

On June 30 and the following 
day Roehm received it. Under Hit¬ 
ler’s personal direction Roehm and 
his associates were murdered. 
Among the victims of the “purge” 
was also General von Schleicher. 

In a Reichstag speech on July 
13, Hitler sought to justify the 
purge as punishment for revolt 


against his authority and decked

The boo 
consigned to funeral pyres in t 
streets and public squares of Be: 
lin and other leading cities repi$ 
sented the scientific, artistic a 
liberal heritage of the ages. Theij 
burning was supposed to symbol!:

Germany and what the Nazis cha: 
acterized as the “shameful” past. 
The spectacle served to emphasis 
the divorce of Nazi Germany from 
Western culture and civilization. 

On Dec. 1, 1933, a decree pro¬ 
claimed the “unity of the Nazi 


that the welfare of the German 
people required drastic action. He 
said the number killed was sev- 
[ty-seven, but other sources de- 
red it exceeded 1,000. 

Scarcely had the consternation 
caused by these executions died 
down when the nation was treated 
to another surprise. On Aug. 2, 
1934, President von Hindenburg 
died on his estate at Neudeck, 
Prussia. He had been ill for some 
time. Within a space of a few 
hours, Hitler announced that he 


had taken over the powers of the

The plebiscite 
was held on Aug. 19. The approval 
vote was overwhelming. 

From that moment Hitler em¬ 
barked upon his bold program in 
the domain of internal and foreign 
affairs, a program that led to the 
mass rearmament of Germany, 
making her once more a great 
military power, reoccupation and 
militarization of the Rhineland, 
the annexation of Austria, the 
occupation of Czechoslovakia, the 
seizure of Memel, Danzig and the 
Polish Corridor, the destruction of 
Poland, seizure of Denmark and 
Norway, the conquest of Holland, 
Belgium, Luxembourg, France and 
the Balkans, the invasion of Rus¬ 
sia, and the long domination of the 
European Continent by Nazi Ger¬ 
many. 

It all ended, however, in the con¬ 
firmation of Napoleon’s dictum: 
“Empires die of indigestion.” 

With the fall of Hitler’s empire 
under the blows of Allied arms 
Germany fell to the lowest estate 
experienced by any nation in mod¬ 
ern times. 

That was Hitler’s contribution to 
the history of the “master race.”

Defeat of Germany on East and West Fronts 


Hitler’s failure to make good on his 
economic policies, policies akin to 
bolshevism, and his inclination to 
play politics with the big trusts 
and industrialists, against whom he 
had raged in the days when he 
was denouncing “capitalism” in ef¬ 
forts to gain the ear of the 
workers. 

Fearing a revolt of the Storm 
Troopers, or rather of that group 
under Roehm that threatened a 
breach between the Reichswehr 
and the Government, Hitler an- 


History will determine Hitler’s 
exact degree of responsibility for 
the conduct of military operations 
during the war. It was known that 
he was frequently in disagreement 
with his generals, who had been 
inclined to urge greater caution 
■than he had exhibited on many crit¬ 
ical occasions. He was encouraged 
in his daring at crucial moments 
before the war by what appeared to 
him the unwillingness or unreadi¬ 
ness of France aid England to 
enter into collision with Germany. 

Thus it was at the time of the 
German invasion of the Rhineland, 
of the occupation of Austria and 
during the Czechoslovak crisis of 
1938. It is probable that at the 
time of the diplomatic conflict with 
Poland, immediately preceding the 
outbreak of hostilities, Hitler felt 
that Britain and France would ac¬ 
cept another Munich and yield to 
his dqpiands on Poland. This may 
be regarded by the future historian 
as his first great mistake. 

The long series of sweeping vic- 


found expression later in even se- nounced in June, 1934, that the tories won by the German armies 


in the early years of the war but¬ 
tressed his self-confidence, fanned 
by the adulation heaped upon him 
by his press, which pictured him 
as a great military genius. After 
the fall of France in June, 1940, he 
gave vent to his exultation by 
dancing an impromptu jig on the 
sidewalks of Paris, an act that the 
newsreels recorded for the entire 
world to see. 

His personal responsibility for 
the invasion of Russia in June, 
1940, was never denied. The great 
initial victories of the Germans in 
Russia were also attributed to his 
alleged uncanny military talents. 
Less than two years later, how¬ 
ever, it had become clear that his 
invasion of Russia, which cost Ger¬ 
many millions of lives, was another 
and perhaps the greatest of his 
errors. For a few months it had 
seemed that his plans in Russia 
would be crowned with success, but 
after the reverses that compelled 
the German retreat from Moscow 
he sought to cover up the setback 


German generals, removing Field 
Marshal Gen. Walther von Brau- 
chitsch as Commander in Chief and 
announcing that he would take 
personal charge of military opera¬ 
tions. 

The development of the cam¬ 
paigns in Russia led subsequently 
to one disaster after Another. The 
loss of a German army of 300,000 
at Stalingrad in February, 1943, 
was attributed directly to Hitler’s 
bad strategy in ordering the Ger 
man forces to hold on to the end 
when a timely retreat might have 
saved that army. 

His declaration of war on the 
United States, in support of Ja¬ 
pan and in agreement with Italy, 
on Dec. 11, 1941, marked an¬ 
other fateful day in his career. It 
was at least as grave a mistake as 
his invasion of Russia. He was ap¬ 
parently convinced that he would 
be able to bring Russia to her 
knees before the United States 
could make its power felt in Eu¬ 
rope. Moreover, he believed that 
the United States would be too 
busy in the Pacific to take any de¬ 
cisive part in the European strug¬ 
gle. He was also reported to believe 
that Japan would strike at Russia 
immediately after Germany’s dec¬ 
laration of war on this country and 
thus help drive Russia out of the 
war within a few weeks or months. 
Later he was reported to have ac¬ 
cused of Japan of treachery in not 
doing so. 

As the military situation grew 
more ominous for Germany, Hitler 
swept aside the authority of his 
generals and announced that he 
would exercise complete direction 
of the war, guided by his “intui¬ 
tion.” He minimized the importance 
of the Allies’ landings in French 
North Africa in November, 1942, 
and tried to make his people be¬ 
lieve that the invasion of Italy 
and the overthrow of Mussolini in 
July, 1943, would likewise fail to 
prevent German victory. 

To buttress the tottering struc 


by placing the responsibility on the ture of the Italian front and repair 


the political blow dealt to the Axis 
in Italy he sent a squad of para* 
chutists in September of that year 
to rescue Mussolini from his con¬ 
finement behind the Allies’ lines* 
The rescue enabled Hitler to estab* 
lish a puppet Mussolini govern* 
ment in northern Italy, which func¬ 
tioned until the entire Italian front 
collapsed under Anglo-American 
blows. On April 28, 1945, Musso¬ 
lini was captured by Italian Par¬ 
tisans and executed. At that very 
time Hitler was reported dead or 
dying or in Berlin. 

While Hitler’s public appear¬ 
ances declined in frequency with 
the progress of the war toward the 
climax of Germany’s defeat, his 
utterances against her opponents 
grew in violence and vituperation. 
He ridiculed the Allies’ leaders as 
“military idiots” and boasted that 
their armies would never be able 
to land on the Continent. 

Proof of the fatal effects of Hit¬ 
ler’s interference with his generals 
in the conduct of military opera¬ 
tions was obtained in documents 
captured by the Allies shortly aft¬ 
er their invasion of Normandy on 
June 6, 1944. By the middle of 1944 
it had become clear to German 
military and civilian leaders that 
their country had lost the war and 
that the elimination of Hitler was 
essential to salvage what was pos¬ 
sible from the wreck. A group of 
conspirators resolved to remove 
him from the scene. On July 20, 
1944, he was painfully burned by 
a bomb. 

The assassination attempt was 
attributed to a band of generals 
and other officers. Hundreds of 
persons, including some distin¬ 
guished military men involved in 
the conspiracy, were executed and 
the Government’s terror against 
“defeatists” was intensified. Hitler 
gradually disappeared from view, 
although orders and proclamations 
continued to be issued in his name. 
In the last few weeks of the war 
it had become apparent that he had 
lost control of the situation.

I have the honor to inform Your Excellency of the follow¬ 
ing: 

On the twentieth of this month an unknown man, who called 
himself Mr. M. Kimball of Chicago, appeared at the Embassy 
and stated that he was ready for the down payment of $1000 
and the balance of $4000 to furnish thorough information con¬ 
cerning a planned attempt to assassinate the German Chancellor 
of the Reich. He needed the money for the purpose of satisfying 
gambling debts made in the Chicago underworld. 

He says that plan of assassination originated in the 
Jewish criminal circles in Chicago, which are connected with 
an office in London. He says that as presumptive perpetrator 
there is to be considered a person of American nationality 
domiciled in New York, end who is in desperate circumstances 
and upon promise that his dependents will be taken care of 
in case of need, has already declared himself ready to travel 
between November 11th and 15th to London in order to receive 
further instruction there concerning the execution of the as¬ 
sassination. Arrangements have been made, he says, that

the identity of the assassin shall not be established in 
case of arrest and, in particular, that a connection with the 
American Jewish circles shall not be shown. The person in 
question is one who is entirely unsuspected and of whom no 
finger prints are in existence. 

The plan for assassination rests, it is alleged, in the 
hands of people who have played a prominent rule in the anti- 
German campaign. 

Mr. Kimball had already got into contact with the German 
Consulate General in Chicago prior to his visit to the Embassy 
He has received neither there nor here the payment asked and 
now he has departed to New York where he has applied in the 
meantime to the German Consulate General there in the same mat¬ 
ter. 

Full details concerning his personality have already been 
submitted to the Police official in Washington, Inspector 
Burke. If desired Mr. Kimball's signature, as written by him, 
can also be placed at your disposal. 

I would be very much obliged to Your Excellency if you 
would be good enough to have Mr. Kimball watched unobtrusively 
by the competent authorities and to have investigations made 
with regard to the alleged assassin and plotters.

At 3:15 P.M. , October 20th, Inspector Burke, of the 
local police department called me on the phone and informed me 
that two weeks ago at Chicago a man giving the name of M.^Kim- 
ball, had renorted to the General Consul, of the German Embassy, 
stationed at'chicago, alleged plans whereby American Jews would 
send to Germany an emissary to assassinate Hitler. Kimball 
wanted $1,000 for the information. He also demanded the payment of 
an additional $1,000.00 after verification. 

He recently left Chicago and today arrived in Washing¬ 
ton for the purpose of conference with the German Ambassador. 

The German Embassy got in touch with the State Department, which 
asked the Police Department to render the German Embassy here ap¬ 
propriate assistance. The second secretary to the Ambassador 
asked Sergeant Truscott, of the local Police Department, to not 
only shadow this man around Washington, but to follow him to uri- 
cago and vicinity for t v e purpose of determining his connections. 
Messrs. Burke and Truscott told me that they, of course, could no 
leave the District of Columbia and wanted to know whether we would 
be willing to take up the surveillance at the Union Station upon 
departure of this individual for Chicago* 





After a conference with Assistant Director "Nathan, I

Referring to the letter from the Washington Field Office, 
dated September 25, 1933, in the above entitled matter, please be 
advised that Special Agent D. L. Nicholson interviewed Mr. Leonard 
Schlafer, who is presently residing at 3767 Edison St., Detroit, Mich., 
Mr. Schlafer advised that he had absolutely no information whatever 
regarding a plot or movement to assassinate the German Chancellor, 
and that he at no time made any statements regarding this matter. 

He further stated that the only place he had heard any conversation 
regarding the German Chancellor was in the office of Dr. R. A. Ross, 
1706 Eaton Tower, Detroit, Michigan, during August 1933; that at this 
time while Dr. Ross was working on his teeth, the Doctor stated that 
he had previously used German drills or burrs but that since Chancellor 
Hitler had been persecuting the Jews he along with numerous other 
Doctors in the building, had boycotted all German made products. 

Mr. Schlafer made no replies to these remarks. 

It is to be noted that Leonard^Schlafer is a young Jewish 
boy, 19 years of age, and has the appearance of a clean living and 
moral individual. He graduated from high school in June 1932 and 
is presently eirqployed as a clerk by the Chrysler Motor Corporation. 

Dr. R. A. Ross, 1706 Eaton Tower, was also interviewed by 
Agent Nicholson who apprised that during August, 1933, while he was 
doing dental work for Leonard Schlafer he remarked that he was using 
German drills, to which Leonard Schlafer replied that he did not wish 
any Geiman products used on him and some one "should bump Hitler off.' 
Dr. Ross further advised that this statement was not made in a savage 
way and that he is of the opinion that Leonard Schlafer is not the 
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type of an. individual who would be involved in such a plot. Dr. 
Ross stated that he is 55 years of age, was born and raised in the 
state of Michigan, and it was also noted that he is quite hard of 
hearing and is more or less of the gossiping type.

It was learned at the Postoffice that COL. C. TBINMANN 

is now residing at Phoenix, Arizona. 

AT PHOENIX, ARIZONA 

COL. C. W. STEINMANN, 705 North First St., was interviewed 
on August 16, 1933. He advised that he is a mining engineer by profession, 
as well as a soldier, and that he had spent 25 years in Mexico in both 
capacities; that he had been a colonel in the Mexican Army when General 
Porfirio Diaz was in power. He stated that he is now a citizen of Mexico 
but a political exile in this country 

DO NOT WRITE IN THESE SPACES x ^exe.d 
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He advised that in May, 1933, he was in a room at the San Carlos 
Hotel visiting a friend and that when the latter left the room for a few 
minutes and he was left there alone he chanced to overhear a conversation 
in Yiddish in an adjoining room. The two men he overheard were speaking 
about conditions in Germany and Chancellor Hitler and the latter’s antipathy 
for the Jews. One of the talkers told the other that Hitler would not last 
long; that a number of Jews in New York City were sending a man to Germany 
to assissinate Hitler. They named the German boat on which the assassin was 
leaving sometime in May, 1933. The assassination was to take place between 
May and September, 1933. Hitler was either to be poisoned or shot. 

COL. STEINMANN said he then went down to the lobby of the hotel 
to observe the talkers as they went out. He said they were both Jews about 
50 years old and quite stout. He could give no other description of them. 

He stated as they TrenT’out he asked one of the bellboys who they were and 
that he furnished him their names. It is Steinmann’s recollection that the 
bellboy told him one of the Jews was a rabbi but he was not certain that he 
was told so* 

Steinmann said he immediately wrote a letter to the German Embassy 
in Washington, D. C., advising them of the conversation he overheard and that 
in that letter he furnished the names of the talkers and the name of the boat 
the assassin was to sail on. However, when Agent talked to Steinmann he was 
unable to recall any of those details. Since the name DANIEL STERN was men¬ 
tioned in the Division wire, Steinmann was asked if that were the name of one 
of the talkers. He said he did not remember and that he did not believe it was. 

Steinmann was very reluctant to discuss this matter, saying that in 
his letter to the German Embassy he had requested it to never divulge his name. 
As Agent continued to talk with him he launched into a tirade against the Jews 
in this country, stating that it will have to take the same action against them 
within 10 years that Germany has taken. 

He advised that he is attempting to patent and market an alloy of 
lead and copper to be used as bearings, but that the Jews in this country have 
prevented his financing of same. 

With the assistance of J. C. BARNES, manager of the San Carlos Hotel, 
its register was searched from April to June, 1933, without finding any san by 
the name of STERN or STEAHN registered in. Agent casually contacted the hotel’s 
bellboys. They all know Steinmann but could not recall ever having furnished 
h im the names of any guests or their visitors. 

Col. Steinmann was interviewed prior to the receipt of the letter of 
reference and it is to be noted that his verbal statement conflicts considerably 
with the letter which he wrote to the German Embassy. No mention was made to 
Agent of Arthur Brisbane’s newspaper columns. Neither was the name of the oa

There is attached hereto a two-page Secret report made by CIC team 
970/16 under date of 28 July 1945. This concerns TOMMY WICKHAM, who was born 
at San Francisco on 11 January 1922. WICKHAM came to Germany at a very early 
age and became a Ge rman citizen through re-naturalization of his parents* 
Later he entered the Luftwaffe. He is now allegedly anxious to regain his 
lost American citizenship and to return to the United States. 


You will note that WICKHAM tells a fantastic story of his association 
with two girls in Tonning——a town near the Danish—German border. According to 
this story, HITLER went to Japan in April 1945, but returned to Germany, where 
he was seen on June 10.

The following information, concerning WICKHAM and some of his recent 
experiences, is believed to be of interest to yo*or office. 


WICKHAM first came to the attention of this detachment when he was 
being screened for discharge from the Luftwaffe, WICKHAM was born in San 
Francisco 11 January 192? of naturalized American parents. At the age of three 
he was brought to Germany by his parents and has lived here continuously since. 

He and his parents became German citizens in 19?6 when they applied for Ger¬ 
man citizenship. In 1931 he became an orphan when both parents died in Berlin, 
WICKHAM attended German schools and completed a three year business course at 
The Institute in Berlin in 1940. At that time he secured a position with UFA, 
the leading motion picture comoany in Germany and eventually became a camera 
man. He worked for UFA until 194-2 when he was inducted into the Luftwaffe, 

While employed hy UFA he took a night course in Criminal Investigation which 
was given by WIEMAUE, Chief of Berlin Police, The course lasted one year, 

WICKHAM states that the Gestapo had no connection whatever with the school. 

After induction into the Luftwaffe, WICKHAM was trained as a Naviga¬ 
tor and field the rank of Gefreiter, In January 1945, in conversation with 
other soldiers in barracks he made the remark that he thought that the Nazi 
party was acting from desperation rather than intelligence and he was 
arrested as a political prisoner. He was placed in & camp at LUEEE3URG and 
remained there until April when he was transferred to a camp in Berlin for further 
questioning. Due to the confused situation in Berlin at that time he was 
not questioned, and. was released on the second of April 1945* At that time he 
went to SCHLESWIG-HOLSTEIN near the Danish border and stayed in the towns of 
HU SUM, FLENSEERG and latterly in TONNING. He stayed in TONNING from 15 April 
to the 22nd of June and during this period the town fell to the English, 

In TONNING WICKHAM made the acquaintance of a young lady (Name for¬ 
gotten) who lived on Hafenstrasse (Number forgotten but identified as the 
third house from ttie Market Place, The street has houses on only one side) 

A frequent visitor at his girl friend's house was one’NfflNIE (Last name 
unknown), WICKHAM became acquainted with ANNIE through the girl friend. This 
girl friend told WICKHAM that she had seen a Gestapo Ausweiss in ANNIE'S 
pocketbook and that she had also seen a miniature camera and a pistol in the 
pocketbook. For this reason, WICKHAM was warned to stay away from ANNIE as 
the girl friend considered it dangerous. Why ANNIE should be dangerous and still 
be a ’welcomed visitor at the home was not explained. However, WICKHAM, who 
says that he always hated the Nazis, became friendly with ANNIE and, using 
the year of police investigation as a lever, had several talks with her and 
elicited the following concerning herself iC 
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That she had “been a Gestapo Agent for a number of years and that at 
present time she has two women and four men working i*ith her in and 
around the TONNING area; That she was a German Intelligence Agent 
in England from 1939 to 1943; That her husband was also a Gestapo 
man and was and is Hitler's personal bodyguard and had gone to Japan 
with Hitler in April and returned to FLENSBUHG in June; That she had 
personally spoken to Hitler about the 10th of June; That the Gestapo 
continues to function in Germany and is now in the process of organ¬ 
izing tne underground from a nucleus of reliable party members, 

WICKHAM has the impression that the underground is not strong in Germany 
to date but that it is being developed, ANNIE said that Hitler is in constant 
touch with the seven Gestapo people and takes an active part in the regular 
meetings which are held in SCHLESWIG-HOLSTEIN, She said tnat Hitler's face 
is changed so as to be unrecognizable. She stated that Hitler has his residence 
in FLENS3URG but does a good deal of traveling in SCHLESWIG-HOLSTEIN. According to 
ANNIE, her husband is Hitler's constant companion. WICKHAM does not know if 
EvkilgAUN is now living with Hitler, 

WICKHAM stated that whenever he saw ANNIE, she was in the company of the 
assistant Gauleiter of either the town of HANOVER of HAMBURG he wasn't sure 
which although he had met the man in company of ANNIE on several occasions. 

He states this man and ANNIE arrived in TONNING aboard a hospital ship from 
HAMBURG shortly before the capitulation. The assistant Gauleiter wears a 
Red Cross arm band. According to WICKHAM the British Commander of TONNING, 
a man hy the name of Morrison, is on very friendly terms with ANNIE. 

WICKHAM said that he did not know the occupation of the Gestapo Agents 
located in the provence of SCHLESWIG-HOLSTEIN, but was under the impression 
they were from other parts of Germany and for the present were remaining 
undercover. 

The last time WICKHAM was in TONNING was PS June iy4*5. He passed through 
the British territory and headed for GIESSEN, the first large city within the 
American area. He stated he wanted to be discharged from the Luftwaffe by 
American authorities since he was an American citizen through his birth in San 
Francisco and is desirous of regaining his lost citizenship. He arrived in 
Giessen on ?6 July 1945 and received his discharge papers from the discharge 
center there. 

WICKHAM stated that he is ready, willing and able to accompany American 
Intelligence authorities to the town of TONNING; to search out ANNIE and the 
other Agents named herein and identify them as the personalities described 
above. He further states he can positively identify ANNIE upon sight and 
believes the contact can be made through the un—named girl friend residing in 
TONNING.

In confirmation of the telephonic conversation between ASAC CARL E. 
HEM RICH of this office and Supervisor J. C. STRICKLAND of the Bureau, you are 
hereby informed that Mr. NORMAN STINEMAN, the original Informant, came to this 
office on the afternoon of August 20, 19h5 f and stated that the name of the 
person who gave him the information concerning HITLER’S presence in Argentina 
was Dr. RiOWNj&SFJDOil] who resides at Winter Park, Florida. Mr. STINEMAN stated 
that Dr. LAUDoNE also operates the Landone Foundation in Orlando, Florida. 


Mr. STINEMAN stated that a Lieutenaat^jfeSRLETON, attached to the Of¬ 
fice of Military Intelligence, Washington, D. C., had come to his office at the 
Veterans Administration and attempted to obtain'the name of his Informant. 

When he refused, STINEMAN stated that CARLETON abused him and threatened him. 

He, therefore, felt that if it would be of assistance to the Government, he 

would rather give this information to the FBI whose representative had treated 

hta with such courtesy. - 

On August 21, 191*5, STINEMAN called this office to state that Lieu¬ 
tenant CARLETON called at his office again toobtain the name of his Informant. 
STINEMAN stated that he informed Lieutenant CARLETON that he had given this 
information to the FBI, whereupon Lieutenant CARLETON is alleged to have 
threatened STINEMAN and to have stated that he was "going to see the highest 
officer in the Veterans Administration and have him dismissed".

On August 21, 19L5, Lieutenant CARLETON called this office in an 
effort to obtain the name of STINEMAN*s Informant. He was informed that this 
information had been forwarded to the Bureau and that his office would be fur¬ 
nished the results after the investigation had been completed.
